Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Goto e. a, for the same reasons as 

urged in the action of 3-13-00. 

Applicant's arguments filed 3-13-00 have beenfully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicants argue in the 7" ful, paragraph on page 3 of their remarks tha, 
-,n summary, Goto e. al does no. disclose or teach the composite magnetic body used 
for the electromagnetic interference suppressing body as taught in the present 
application...'. The examiner is not convinced by this argument since Goto et al 
discloses tha, aiuminum oxide may be included with the soft magnetic material in a 
binder and this composite would inherently function as indicated.
